New York—(NC)—Just a year 
ago this Palm Sunday, in a re 
mote corner of South China, an 


American priest was undergoing a 


five-hour public trial. A week 
later, on: Easter Sunday. his sec 
ond public trial lasted sever hours 


and 6.000 people shouted for his 
death 

Father Robert W. Greene, Mary- 
knoll Missioner from Jasper. Ind., 
described those experiences in a 
book scheduled to appear this 
month “Calvary in China.” He 


traces the steps by which his Red 
Cal drove him to the verge 
of Mmsanity and the brink of sui- 


cide Then, convinced that he had 
lost his mind, they set him free 
with the warning that the Com- 
munists would control America 
within the next decade. 

He had been imprisoned for a 
year before his public trials. The 


Communists us that period not 
only to wear him down mentally 
and physically, but also to prepare 
witnesses to testify against him 
On Palm Sunday Father Greene 
was taken to where some 60 people 
were crowded into a room. The 
five-hour trial, during which care 
fully coached actors hurled accu- 
sations at him and struck him re 
weatediy in the face, left him “life 
with exhaustion.” 
Throughout Holy Week Father 
Green was questioned by a team 
of Red officials. He had to stand 
facing a bright light, with his arms 
so painfully bound behind him 
that they became numb.

T is hard to believe that the Civil War In the United States 

is still affecting our Missions in Africa, but that is the truth. 
Most of the slaves that were sold in the Southern States came from 
Africa. Those who were taken from the West were dragged 
through the hot sands of the Sahara. Even to this day the 
caravan routes are strewn with white bones of men with black 
skin who were being sold by white men with black souls. Other 
slave caravans which came from the East and Central Africa 
headed toward Zanzibar. The Moslems sometimes met these 
slave caravans and promised them exemption from slavery if 
they became followers of Mohammed. Many did in order 
save their lives.

Naturally these whe were “converted” te Moslemism 
returmed te their mative lands and became spreaders of 
Moesiemism.

Black Africa has a population of 130,000,000. 

number, 13,000,006 are Catholics and over 
28,000,000 are Mosiems. In other words, the Mesiems num- 
ber about 22% of the population and Catholics about 
18%. 


Leoking back over a peried ef 20 years, despite our 
~ missionary efforts, we have net kept pace with the crowth 
of the Mesiems. In that peried of time, the Meslems in- 
creased 9% and the Cathelics only 4%. This means the 
Meslems are converting the natives of Africa twice as 
fast te Mohammed as we are te Christ. 


There are some reasons for this. Every Moslem merchant 
is a missionary, but not every Catholic is a missionary. A 
Mosiem not only buys and sells goods or silks, he also sells 
the Koran. Very few Catholic businessmen in Africa ever try 
to convert a soul. 


Africa will be the most important continent In the world 
in less than 75 years and also the richest. What it will do 
for the peace of the world depends on whether these good 
people follow a code which permits them to have four wives 
and as many concubines as they desire, or a code in which 
loyalty and fidelity in marriage become the backbone of 
social order.

There is something we can de about this. and that 
is become vicarious missionaries in Africa by sacrificing 
some of our substance te help spread the faith and belief 
in Our Lord and His Blessed Mother. Giving alone is not 
enough, because in giving we part with only a thing: in 
sacrificing we give a part of ourselves.

Marriage 
is “till death do us part” you know 
Some people give up on it and 
many of them plunge into even 
greater unhappiness. The papers 
carry such stories all the time, but 
there are many more such stories 
which do not reach the press. Some 
people drearily stick it out. They 
withdraw from all interest in life 
They rarely speak to anyone or see 
anyone in a normal sort of way. 
They will not go to the extent of a

Those are only some 
of the reasons why people are 
prompted to rush into a hasty and 
inevitably unhappy marriage 

But you still say yea'll never get 
married for any such foolish rea 
son? All right, but just for the 
records, let me ask you a couple of 
questions anyway. Question No. 1 
is: Are you going steady new? 
Question No. 2: If you are, could 
it be because you are afraid of the 
social stigma which sometimes at 
taches to going it alone? Or are 
you equally afraid of whispered 
suspicion that you are wantonly 
“playing the field” if you date a lot 
of kids instead of just one? Or 
could it be that a younger sister or 
brother is doing a lot of dating 
(steady, most of the time) and it 
makes you look bad if you seem. 
ingly can't land a date?’ 

We ask these questions because 
it has been our experience to note 
that a lot of people get married for 
the same reason that a lot of peo 
ple decide to go steady. They can't

—now, or later on. They are either 
afraid of it or humiliated by it and 
consider anything better than 
going it alone 

If you are going steady for any 
of the above reasons, then watch 
out! You're in about the same pos! 
tion as the fellow who decided to 
be a tight wire walker, because 


anything would be better than 
walking on the ground for the rest 
of his life

vocations. Nevertheless it is not to 
be abhorred or looked down upon. 
Being a vocation it is a way to sal- 
vation and there are many who find 
that such is their vocation.

Church has certainly never asked 
for public funds for the support of 
schools. The instances men- 
tioned by the POAU are all unfa- 
miliar to us although we have a 
fairly good contact with the differ- 
ent states of the nations. We are 
certain that only the Bishop of the 
diocese in which such schools exist 
knows of the arrangement that ob- 
tains, and those schools were prob- 
ably taught by Sisters before the 
present incumbent took charge 
We do know of a case in Ohio 
where in a city of 3.000 people 
there were only two non-Catholic 
families. Evidently the people. bet- 
ter than 99% Catholic, would ask 
for teachers of their choice, and 
the State would not be out of pock 
et by paying them teachers’ sal- 
aries, because if it were a non- 
Catholic community it would have 
a school and the State would pay 
the teachers. In fact the non-Cath- 
olics save money inasmuch as they 
do not build the school 
Wherever Sisters teach 


in the 


public schools, it has evolved from 
a very natural situation, namely. 


that of the vast majority being in 
favor of a religious scheol, and the 
minority being too small to build a 
separate school 


In a few places throughout the 
nations there were some abuses. 
such as the inclusion of a religious 
period during the school day. But 
when that was brought to the at- 
tention of the local clergy they 
were willing to have it discontin- 
ued. 


The same State curriculum is 
taught in these schools as in the 
public schools, and for the most 
ogy more efficiently. If religion 

superadded before the school 
day begins or after the school day 
is ended, according to the wishes 
of parents, that would offend no 
law any more than the dismissal 
of children, according to the par- 
ents’ request, for released time 
religious instruction is violative of 
the constitution.

Expenditudes per person in 1945 
were as follows: furniture and 
equipment $26, food $97, clothing 
$142, medical care $42, and family 
living (except housing and auto) 
$385. From this it is evident that 
a great deal of cash passes through 
the hands of the typical Ameri 
can family of today 

A Penny Spent 

The traditional formula for 
thrift has been: “A penny saved is 
a penny earned.” Properly under 
stood, this adage still has value 
However, there are a few import 
ant observations and warnings to 
be kept in mind. It is poor econ 
omy to stint.on equipment, fertil. 
izer, and other items essential for 
efficient farming. We suggest that 
a penny wisely spent is a penny 
and a half or two pennies earned 

Secondly, we must question the 
manner in which the pennies: 
saved are being kept? Storing away 
money in an old sock or a check- 
ing account in a bank is unprofit- 
able to you and to the nation as a 
whole 

So far as you are concerned, you 
are losing a large part of your in- 
active savings through inflation 
The dollar hoarded avay if 1939 
was worth enly $48 in 1949. The 
economy of the nation suffers 
when large numbers of its citizens 
withdraw monies from circulation 
and place them in inactive savings 
accounts.

One 
half of all current retail trade is 
done on an installment basis Five 
million American families share 
their car with a finance company 

Twentytwo percent of the dis 
posabie income of the American 
people is used if rT ins tallment buy- 
ing Three out of every four 
dollars of furniture purchases is 
m instaliment. It is difficult to 
determine what portion of this 
avalanche of installment buying is 
attributable to rural people. it 
would bé, however, foolish to sup- 
pose that they have been unaffect- 
ed by it 

Many individual farmers are un- 
thrifty by reason of their waste of 
grain and supplies and their fail- 
maintain and re- 
farm machines. 
the’ ever increasing 
cost of production reflects much 
waste and carelessness. Machinery 
rusting in the field is an all-too- 
common sight these days
